"We understand,from private sources, 
that Mr. Vanmeter, of Ross county, a 
large stock-holder in silver proporties 
in the West, is the accredited agent of 
the silver barons for tho distribution of 
corruption funds in this section of the 
state, and that, under the pretense of 
making a few speeches in this county, 
that was his business hero last week." 


From a copy of that paper sent to me 


last week, I find that the above state- 
ment is repeated, so often, in different 
forms, as to indicate that tho editor is 
hard up for campaign material and 
considers my silver mine a houauza for 
the Blade.

never owned a dollar's worth of inter- 
est in any silver mine. I never had, 
and never expect to have a cent's worth 
of profit, directly or indirectly, from 
any silver mine or; mining stocks. 
There is no relative or friend of mine, 
so far as I know, who has any interest 
in silver mines or silver mining stocks. I 
I never in rny life handled or used one : 
dollar for the purcpose of corrupting' 
a voter, and within this year I have 
not seen one dollar that was to be used 
for campaign purposes, except what I 
have payed of my own money for trav- 
eling expenses and the purchase of lit- 
erature. I do not believe the editor of 
the Blade "nndertands from private 
sources," or frojh any source, that the j 
statements made are true. I do believe 
that they were made with full know- 
ledge o£ their falsehood, and that the 
author of them is a graceless liar. 
I 


will give the editor of the Blade five 
shining double-eagles of the coinage of 
the "United States if he can produce a 
tolerably decent and credible person 
<vho gave him any. such information as 
he pretends to have received. It will 
not be out of place to say here that, as 
compared with my interests in lauds, 
all my other property interests aro in- 
considerahle. 
I am the owner of lands 


in the Scioto valley that havo fallen in 
market price about one-third in tho last 
twenty years, while they have in- 
creased in productive capacity fully 
one-third, and if it were not for the 
hope of getting rid of "the present 
gold standard" in the near future, they 
would not be worth half what they 
are now worth. 


Every farmer-.who has keptthe run of 


prices of farm products for the last 
twenty years knows that the fall from 
prices that made farming profitable and 
farmers prosperous, to prices that make 
farming unprofitable and farmers poor, 
has been slow but continuing through 
all these years. 
I have felt the depres- 


sion and known the cause for years but 
until this year was not awakened to the 
full extent of the injury that has boon 
accomlisphed, or the ruin that awaits 
the farming interests in the near fu- 
ture, if the gold standard should beiier- 
maneutly fastened upon us. 


Knowing that the interests of all the 


farmers were alike,, knowing that the 
interests of all the other producing 
classes of the country would be benefit- 
ted by tho same governmental policy 
that would help the farmers, and find- 
ing in the determination of the great 
issue between the single and double 
standard an opportunity to right the 
wrongs that had been done to the pro- 
ducers of the country hy tho demoneti- 
zation of silver, I determined to bear a 
hand in the great battle. 


Tho mine I am interested in, is a 


Scioto corn farm, and it is a good 
enough mine for me if I can take the 
profits; but, if through tho help of the 
government, the gold barons are to 
take the profits, they might as well 
hnve the farm. 
Whatever may be the 


result of tho election, I will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that I have 
done what I could to avert the ruin 
that the triumph of the gold standard 
must bring upon tho farmers.

The gold standard advocates, as the 
basis of their false statements, com- 
pare silver bullion divested of tha qual- 
ify of money, uncoined and not a legal 
tender, with gold, which is by law 
coined into money and made a legal 
tender in payment of public dues and 
all debts, to the amount stamped on 
each eoin. 
Is this an honest com- 


parison? 
Does it speak the truth? 


Does it not, in effect, assert a thinly 
disguised, but gross and 
monstrous, 


falsehood ? Let us see. If congress and 
the nations should prevent the coin- 
age of gold bullion, as has been done 
as to silver bullion, depriving it 
by 


law of the quality of money, then 
the gold bullion would not be money, 
no more than silver bullion is now. 
And Ihe. gold bullion would become a 
commodity as silver bullion is now, ami 
would simply bring what it would bo 
worth for use in the arts. The same is 
true of silver. 


To make an honest comparison of 


gold and silver, and to tell the honest 
truth, \ve must compare gold coin, in- 
vested with the legal tender quality, 
with silver coin invested with the same 
quality. Doing that, we find the silver 
coins in the United States, not silver 
bullion, worth as niucii in the purchase 
of property and in the payment

debts as the coins of gold. And we find 
that more than $1,000,000,000 of silver 
coins in circulation in Europe are at 
par with gold. Why this? Simply be- 
cause both are coined with the value of 
the coins fixed by law. 


Has an3'one ever seen a 50-cent dol- 


lar In this country? Of course not. 
And why not? Because our more than 
400,000,000 silver dollars, or their rep- 
resentatives, are the coined money of 
the United States, their value fixed 
by law, and they are made a legal ten- 
der for all debts. Hence, those now 
coined are as good as gold. 


^o laborer, no person drawing a sal- 


ary, 
no depositor in a bank will 
be 


paid, nor will any offer be made to pay 
them, with silver bullion. 
They may 


l>e paid in coined silver, as they may 
now be.lawfully puid in coined silver; 
but the dollars in which they could be 
so paid would be 100-cent dollars, and 
equal to gold, because they would buy 
ai much property and pay as much of 
debt as the same number of gold dollars. 


Is it be said that the stamp of the 


"tjverninent and the mandate of the 
'aw make the coin of greater value than 
lue bullion, the answer moy be made 
that the present value of gold is fixed 
by law. 


An act of the British parliament 


passed in the year 1S44, 52 years ago, 
requires the Bank of England to pur- 
chase all the gold presented to it at 


'e-i pounds, seventeen shillings and 


pence per ounce. That fixes the 


price all over the world, less the cost of 
transportation to London. So that its 
pries is not governed by its intrinsic 
"'Slue, but by an act of parliament; and 
this makes it in that sense fiat money. 


Money is the creature ol law. The 


material of which it is made is not 
laoney until made so by law, whether 
ii be gold or silver or paper. The gov- 
o r-rnent or the banks issue their notes 
"o circulate aa money. These notes 
'•are no intrinsic value. Their being 
•noncy arises from the fact that their 
'••»ue is authorized by law, the promise 
;o redeem them in coin, and, in some 
^ses, the making of them, a legal ten- 
^•er. So that it is the operation of the 
J'iw which makes money, and not the 
material of which it 
is composed; 


'hough gold and silver are recognized 
as more suitable material out. of which 
^ make money than anything else. 


or, if he is not ignorant, that he is at- 
tempting by falsehood and fraud to de- 
ceive others to their great injury. 


You may inquire what influence I 


think the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 10 to 1 will have 
on the purchasing power of gold and 
silver money. If such coinage shall in 
crease the volume of circulating money 
the effect will be, to the extent of that 
increase, to raise the prices of commod- 
ities, and in the same proportion to re- 
duce the purchasing power of money. 
Stated in another wa3r, it. will makf 
property dearer and money cheaper in 
proportion to Hie amount of the in- 
crease of the volume of money. And 
this is the reason why the plutocrats 
so earnestly oppose free coinage. It is 
their policy and to their interest to 
have dear money and cheap property 
and labor. 
While it is to the interest 


and should be the policy of the indus- 
trial classes who make the wealth of 
the country, who have a sufficient sup- 
ply of money to stimulate enterprise 
and industry, and make the country 
prosperous and the people contented 
and happy. And by restoring silver as 
a part of the standard money the de- 
mand forgold will besomewhatredured, 
and it will, to that extent, be less valua- 
ble as compared with the property of the 
country. But the free coinage of silver 
will cause no serious disturbance to the 
business of the country.

Big-operators in wheat like John Cud- 


filiy, W. T. Baker, W. li. Linn, August 
Brosseau aud Armour have hud men out 
for months to estimate this year's crop. 
Thu reports received by them 
have 


caused them to give cxpi'ession to the 
bcliefjthat the United States would this 
year raise less than 400,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. 
Upon these estimates, and 


the enormous exporting demand, they 
"have built their hopes for higher prices. 
That they du not take any stock in the 
assertions so often made by the repub- 
licans that the advance in-the price of 
wheat is due 1o the belief in the minds 
of the people that McKinley will be 
elected is shown in the statement made 
by Mr. John Cudahy, who said it made 
no difference who was elected presi-.
